Wainwright Lumber Merchant 
Accused of Killing Fellow 
Business Man, 


FORMER FARM TENANT 
DOES NOT KNOW FORK 


Ris; Barker, Whose Name 
Was Signed to Telegram, 
Also Not Known, 


(Special to the Capital) 

Wainwright, Sept. 10.—.. G. Cook 
this morning was committed for trial, 
by Inspector Raven of the R.N.W.M.P., 
for the murder, several months ago, of 
W. B. Crawford, a well known lumber 
dealer of Wainwright. 

Tho evidence produced purports 
to show that on May 14 Crawford re- 
ceived a telegram signed by R. 8, Bar- 
ker, Tofield, stating that he would pass 
through Wainwright that night and 
asking Crawford to meet him on busi- 
ness. Crawford left home to keep the 
engagement and never returned. No 
such man as Barker is known in To- 
field. 

R. Henry, son-in-law of Crawford, 
after several weeks’ search discovered 
the body of the missing man in an old 
well on the farm of T. G. Cook. The 
well had recently been filled in and it 
took five or six days to dig it out. It 
was filled with manure, straw, and 
other debris and at the bottom was the 
body of Crawford. 

A fork, which, it is believed, was used 
to bury the body, was found on the 
farm and A. Wheaton, tenant of the 
farm until April, 1914, after which the 
place remained untenanted, said the 
fork was not there when he left. 

T. G. Cook and Crawford were both 
lumber dealers in Wainwright. Craw- 
ford, it Is said, cut prices and shortly 
after his disappearance, Cook pur- 
chased the Crawford yard from Craw- 
ford’s relatives and again advanced the 
price of lumber. 

William Dewar said that on the night 
of the alleged murder, at 11:45 p.m., as 
he was walking down Main street from 
the country, he saw two men with a 
democrat. The democrat came out 
from behind some bushes and he heard

French Smashes Patrol of Teuton Cavalry, Utterly De- 

molishing it—Fighting of Fiercest Character Still in Pro- 
gress Going in Favor of Ultimate Winners. 

Says Highly Probable When 

Enemy Soon Driven Back 


to Their Supplies, 


THINKS TEUTONS DID NOT 
INTEND INVEST CAPITAL 


Why They Evacuated West So 
Quickly One of the Myster- 
ies of the War, 


London, Sept. 10.—(3.10 p.m.)—That the enemy was driven bact all along 
the lins yssterday is the news cheering to British readers that Field Marshail 
Sir John French, commander-in-chief of the British expeditionary force, sent 
to England this afternoon from the battle line of the allies to the east of Paris. 

The statement of the British commander is driven home to Englishmen by 
the further announcement of the annexation by British troops of a dozen Ger- 
man maxim guns and a battery of German field guns, and it is further emphas- 
ized by official confirmation of the capture of a large number of German 
prisoneds, 

Field Marshall French’s telegram shows that fighting of the fiercest char- 
acter is in progress, and his statement that the German forces are exhausted 
confirms an official information from other quarters that the counter attack 
of the allies has been delivered with such speed and impetuousity that the in- 
vaders have been given no chance to recover from the effects of their rush 
from the north. 

Forced to Double Back. 

Paris, Sept. 10—(4.45 a.m.) —The left end of the curved German battle line 
which, on Sept. 7, extended in the segment of a wide circle from Meaux to 
Vitry le Francois, about 100 miles to the east of Paris, was hit by the English 
trip hammer yesterday and forced to double back for a distance of approxi- 
mately 25 miles. 

It is evident that the actions of yesterday and today before constituted ono 
of the hottest battles of the war. 

Yesterday ovening a large number of automobiles, loaded with stretchers, 
speeded out of Paris toward the east. This fact might suggest also that yes- 
terday’s action was one of the most costly advantages so far gained by the allies. 

The Germans seem to have realized that they have besn led into a danger- 
ous position, for they have brought up reinforcements for their left. In spite, 
however, of their desperate attacks, the English troops forged ahead. While 
the official reports fail to indicate the direction in which the Germans have re- 
tired it is believed here that they have wthdrawn to the northeast in the 
drection of Epernay. 

British troops have crossed the river Marne, and are now in a position to 
fall upon the enemy. They are menacing the Germans constantly with a turn- 
ing movement. They have the support of the French forces left on the banks 
on the river Ourcq who are ready to deal with any German reinforcements that 
may be brought into action. 

More Than Holding Their Own, 

London, Sept. 10.—That the allies are doing a littie more than holding their 
own is the deduction of English observers made today from the meagre avail- 
ablo news of the momentuous struggle which ‘aiready has progressed for four 
days in the region of the river Marne. This conclusion is based solely on re- 
porta exclusively from British and French sources, the German general staff 
not having reveated an inkling of their views of the battle since the advance of 
their forces met its first check. 

British military writers find considerable satisfaction in the statement of 
the French and British official report that “In the center our advance is slow 
but general.” It is pointed out by these writers that the allies had prepared 
their center for the most formidable and dangerous attack, which, if success- 
ful, would have divided their forces. This evidence that the German tactics 
had been at least temporarily countered has given more courage to British op- 
timists who believe that the Germans are feeling the pressure and have found 
it necessary to hurry reinforcements from Belgium and practically denuding 
Alsace of troops thateare being rushed to the central fighting zone. 

Reports that the Russian invasion of Sileslia is threatening Breslau indi- 
cates an entirely new move on the part of the Muscovites, which if carried out 
on a really serious scale may claim the early attention of the German general 
staff and result possibly in further relieving the German pressure on France. 

Diplomatists in Rome, taking time by the forelock, already are discussing 
the point at which a treaty of peace will be concluded, The general view seoms 
to be that peace is most likely to be brought about ultimately through the me- 
diation of President Wilson, in which case the international conference nature 
ally would be held in Washington. 

Large Party Is Surrounded. ms 

Paris, Sept, 10.—(2.22 p.m.)—All morning a long line of couriers in automo- 
biles coming from the fighting lines east of the city have been arriving at the 
headquarters of General Gallieni the military commander of Paris. An Ameri- 
can well known as an automobilist is now attached to the headquarters of Sir 
John French, commander-in-chief of the British forces on the continent.

Field Marshall French Tells of Fighting by British Expedition- 
ary Force Since They First Landed on Continent—Gives 
Reason for Hurried Retreat From Vicinity of Mons—Move 
Saved His Army From Determined Effort on Part of 
Enemy to Surround It. 


London, Sept. 10.—The text of the report of Field Marshall Sir John French 
In command of the British forces in France covering the British operations since 
they landed in France, was made public today. 

The report is addressed to Earl Kitchener, secretary for war, and its pub- 
lication indicates that the government is responding to the public demand for 
fuller information on the progress of operations so far as the British forces 
are concerned in France. 

The report is published in the London Gazette, the official organ. It follows: 

“The transportation of the troops from England by rail and sea was af- 
fected in the best order and without a check. Concentration was practically 
completed on the evening of Friday, Aug. 21, and | was able to make disposi- 
tions to move the force during Saturday to positions | considered most favor- 
able from which to commence the operations which General Joffre requested 
me to undertake.

Perfectly Clear Present Strug-

Now that the war has come British 
students of German nwespapers and 
politics are recalling many signs which 
presaged Germany’s assault upon the 
peace of the world. For months and 
indeed years past a section of the 
German press, backed by men eminent 
in the political ‘and intellectual worlds, 
have been preacting u policy of vio- 
lence. ‘The works of the most popular 
of German historians, whose works for 
years have nfoulded the thought of 
German students is Trettschke, a well 
known utterance of his may be con- 
densed thus: “We have settled ac- 
counts with Denmark, we have settled 
accounts with Austria; we have, setled 
accounts with France; we now have to 
settle accounts with England. That 
will be the longest and most difficult 
task of all." General Von Bernhardi in 
his book “Germany and the next way" 
advocated an unprovoked attack upon 
France, for the pufpose of rendering 
her harmless for the future, “When we 
go to war with the French,” he said in 
effec “it must be a war to the knife, 
We must not merely crush her, we 
must stamp her into dust, never again 
to rise as a great power.” 

With writers of this sort to back 
them, numerous newspapers in Ger- 
many long have been advocating vio- 
Jent policies. In England the general 
tendency has been to regard = such 
Writers as irresponsible firebrands by 
no means representative of the views 
of responsible public men, or ot the 
mass of German opinion. It now ap- 
pears that ,these advocates of war 
really represented official opinion, 

Bearing this in mind, it is interest- 
ing to observe that as long as Febru- 
ary 24th last, a Berlin newspaper “Die 
Post,” the organ of the Pan German 
party, and as it now is proved of the 
government as well, published a long 
article entitled: “Austria and the 
Triple Alliance Policy.” The object of 
this article was to show that the mo- 
ment had come for Germany to plunge 
Europe into war. The avthor pointed 
out that the internal situation in Aus- 
tria was such as to justify the direct 
apprehension for the future military 
strength of the dual monarchy, AS 
an ally, that power was now at its 
pinnacle of value, but every year would 
bring a diminution of Germanic in- 
fluence, and an increase of slay in- 
fluence in Austria-Hungary. Mean- 
while he said, Russia, France and Ing- 
land were improving their military 
position by leaps and bounds, and 
would soon be immeasurably superior 
in war resources of every kind to the 
Triple Alliance. <A few passages from 
this article may be quoted in full: 

“From year to year the situation is 
growing worse for us; every year it 
becomes more dangerous, and the in- 
evitable war more difficult. For a 
moment, however, things are In ous 
favour, France is not yet ready for 
batule, Russia dreads war because she 
fears domestic revolution. England 
is hampered by colonial and domestic 
difficulties. Shall we, then, wait until 
our enemies are ready, or shall we 
make use of the propitious moment to 
force on a decision? This is the ques- 
tion now to be decided. We do not say 
that a quarrel must be picked, but 
should a conflict of interests arise, we 
must not give way, but rather let it 
come to war, and start that war with 
a sesolute offensive. The pretext is 
of minor importance. Whatever ths 
apparent cause may be, the real stake 
at issue will be our whole future. 1 
can only sum up by declaring that the 
task of German policy is not te matn- 
tain peace but to prepare for the in- 
evitable war with care and energy and 
then wage it under the best possible 
conditions,” 

In connection with the publication of 
articles of this sort over the acts have 
their significance.

Nobody 
really knows Whether er not there is 
oil in a certain location until they 
drill and find out. After this is ac- 
complished and the ofl actually struek 
in paying quantities, the corporation, 
if financlally able, usually becomes a 
closed one, or the stock is held at what 
is an almost prohibitive price to the 
average investor. However, inany 
rigs are at present drilling tn different 
districts In Alberta, others putting up 
rigs, and still others have them on the 
way, Not a few are locating in dis- 
triets far removed from where the ini- 
tial operations were started, and it is 
just possible that they may be more 
fortunate than those @rilling in the 
Calgary district. 

Lower Production, Higher Prices.

Silent Search for New Field. 

We find, by referring to the United 
States census figures, that In 1859 two 
states were producing oil, Pennsyl- 
vania and New York, During that 
year the production was 2,000 barrels, 
valued at $32,000, while in 1912 there 
are 16 producing states, with an out- 
put of 222,113,218 barrels, valued at 
$163,802,234. While 1912 shows an in- 
crease in production of 1,663,827 bar- 
rels, the tnerease in production of 19i1 
over 1910 was 10,892,143, so that, as 
stated above, the increase in produc- 
tion necessary to a healthy growth, 
did not materialize in 1912, and con- 
sequently there began a silent search 
for a new oil field. It would, perhaps, 
be advisable to consider some of the 
figures showing the development of 
California, as this is recent develop- 
ment and the new Canadian fields will 
undoubtedly follow along the lines of 
California pretty closely, insofar as 
experiments and results are concerned. 

Development in California. 

The first oil produced in California 
was in the year 1876 when a total of 
12,000 barrels was marketed, ‘The de- 
velopment went along slowly — until 
L885, when they had increased the pro- 
duction to 142,857, From 1884 to 1906 
the increase Was gradual, until, at the 
close of 1900, they were producing 4,- 
324,484 barrels. From 1800 to 1912 the 
oil fever assumed a most violent form, 
and as a result, the production at the 
close of 1912 was 86,450,767 barrels, 
valued at $39,218,588. Within four years 
California increased its output of pe- 
troleum from 44,854,737 to the figures 
quoted, with an increase in value dur- 
ing the same four years of $15,780,056. 
Surely someone has made money in 
developing these ficids, 

Fields Needed in Europe. 

Just a word and a few figures to the 
scoffers at the idea of developing the 
oil fields of western Canada. The pro- 
duction of oil in the United States {fs 
63.26 per cent. of the world's product. 
The total amount of all kinds of ofl 
exjorted by the United States during 
1912 was, in gallons, 1,883,479,887. The 
United Kingdom is a comparatively 
small producer of oil and imported 
from the United States petroleum pro- 
ducts of all kinds, during 1912, to the 
extent of 61,666,460 barrels.

“Think of the awful banishment of 
the great masses of Jews, think of the 
cities of Kishiley, Gomel, Bialistok and 
Sedlec and their hundreds of pogroms, 
Now that the Czar feels himself he.
